Boyne City couple 
train 70 ‘graduates’ 
to lead the blind 


BOYNE CITY - Unlike many dogs, 


wanted as puppies but neglected’ when ° 


. they've grown, the dogs trained to lead - 
the. blind have a long life of being 
appreciated. 

Hugh and Mary Juday of Boyne City 
recently had their 70th dog graduate 
from training at Rochester Leader Dogs 
School which has been in operation 
since 1939. 

The Judays have retrievers and breed 
them for puppies who will go to school 
after they are a year old. They share the 
puppy-raising with families in the area 
who have young teenagers or young- 
sters in 4-H clubs. 

Mary Juday said they also contract 
with some people without children to 
raise puppies for the Leader Dog 
program. These aduits, however, have 
to be people with time every day to give 
the dog the understanding and prelimi- 
nary training needed. 

‘Families that quarrel—the dog will 
pick thaf up.’’ Mary says, to explain 
how some families might not be much of 
an advantage to these special dogs. 

The puppy stays with the contracted 
family until the Judays take it to 
Rochester for its four months of 
intensive training. With the family, the 


‘pup learns simple commands and 
becomes accustomed to a leash. *'Like 
taking in a little foster child, you 


know,’ says Mary, affectionately. 

In Leader Dog School, working with 
the one trainer the dog is assigned to. 
the dog learns to obey hand and voice 
‘signals, and, in turn, to signal its future 
owner about.such hazards to the blind 
‘as curbs and low branches. A dog even 
learns to take the owner around puddles 
in the street. 

Mary Juday says some dogs fail the 
-. program because of their inability to 
cope with the problem of stairs. The dog 
must stop at the top or the bottom of 
stairs. Stopping is a signal to the owner | 
to slide a foot forwatd to discover the

change of terrain—whatever it may be. 

After the dog's four-month training 
has been completed, the owner-to-be 
comes for four weeks of training with 
the dog. During this time, Mary says, 
the owner must earn the affection of the 
dog. 

‘Fhe German shepherd is the pres: 
tige dog,’ she says. because .the 
shepherd dogs were so often pictured in 
the early days of such organizations as 
**Seeing Eye.” 

“But golden retriever and Labrador 
retrievers—these are the ones trained 
now.” 

The Judays have added chocolate 
retrievers to the list lately because their 
graduation record is very high, espec- 
ially those bred at Juday's. 

Altogether the Judays have put 288 
puppies out to contracting homes in 
their five years with the program, 

Of course. many kinds of dogs are 
trainable, but Mary points out they have 
to, be big enough to have the strength 
and the weight for the job. And in a 
Michigan winter, they can't be short- 
haired dogs tike the newly popular 
Rhodesian. ridgebacks. 

The owners of Leader Dogs must be 
able to give the dogs enough exercise. 
Leader Dogs may be professionals, and 
when they wear the harness they are 
strictly business, Mary says. But off 
duty they need to run and play like any 
other dog. 

Like other dogs, too, they thrive on 


_ being praised and patted, however. 


people wanting to pet a Leader Dog 
should always ask permission. The 


owner doesn't see someone is trying to 


stop a dog to pet it and the dog is taught.

Nearly everyone has been called on 
the carpet sometime for intentionally or 
unintentionally doing something wrong 
and knows what it feels like. 

But how does it feel to people who 
believe they’ve tried to do something 
right? 

How does it go with the four school 
board members whose names are on the 
recall ballot to be voted March 3? 

They all say they did the best they 
could. 

‘I still believe in the position the 
board has taken,’’ Bob Sherman said. 

‘I think it’s the circumstances,’’ Tom 
Galmore added to this, ‘‘I guess I regret 
being judged by the situation rather 
than by my performance. People aren’t 
going down to the voting booth to judge 
how I yoted—yes or no on dozens of 
questions over my term.”’ 

Mary Jason speaks of it this way: 
‘‘There are days when I’m frustrated. 
Days I can carry on...I’m sure I've not 
lessened my involvement since the 
petition came up.”’ 

But, as Sherman said, it hasn’t been 
pleasant. ‘‘It’s been horrid a lot of the 
time,’’ said Jason.

Recall would serve no purpose 


We don’t feel any worthwhile purpose would be 
served by recalling four members of the East 
Jordan Board of Education next Tuesday. 

While recall elections are often an indication 
that the electorate is alive and healthy, at other 
times they are the result of the action of a special 
interest group which has a single issue in mind. 

We feel that the latter situation is definitely the 
case in East Jordan, 

Recall petitions were started by a parents’ group 
shortly after the East Jordan teachers went on 
strike last September. The petition wording—and 
also the wording on the ballots in next week's 
election—state that school board members are not 
‘acting upon the will of the citizens...as it relates 
to granting their employees binding arbitration for 
their grievances."’ 

The recall threat was a legitimate attempt to 
force the board to offer binding arbitration, which 
the teachers stated was their main reason for 
striking. This newspaper editorialized in favor of 
granting binding arbitration, in fact. 

The board did eventually offer binding 
arbitration for most grievances and the teachers 
felt they were close enough to a settlement to 


joined the recall effort, making numerous phone 
calls to round up more support—but always 
making sure that it was the parent 

‘‘organizers’’ who brought the petitions to be 
signed. 

The necessary number of signatures were 
gathered shortly before a December deadline, 
forcing the recall issue to a vote in March. 

Now the recall organizers say that even though

binding arbitration has been offered, the board 
should still be recalled. Their main criticism now 
is the board’s handling of its budget. 

In retrospect, we too can find fault with the way 
the board handled its finances. But most of the 
criticism from us, from citizens and from teachers 
has centered on the board's communication of its 
fiscal situation. There have been no substantiated 
charges of illegalities for misuse of funds. 

Besides the same unpredictable problems that 
most families have with their budgets these days, 
the school board also has to deal with such 


board and administration have made some 
mistakes, they cannot make money appear out of 
thin air. 

It took three millage elections before voters 
would even approve a renewal of the tax rate which 
provides operating revenue for the schools. A 
fourth election asking for an increase was 
defeated. 

To the school board, the repeated millage 
failures show that voters want a bare bones budget 
and minimal raises for teachers. The economic 


‘situation in East Jordan may be one of the worst in 


the state in terms of fost jobs in the past year. 

With these economic facts at hand, the board 
must negotiate with teachers who feel 
cost-of-living economic pressures of their own. The 
teachers feel they need decent raises. 

As we have stated in several previous 
commentaries, both of these positions are 
defensible—and this is what has caused the long 
stalemate. Both sides remain entrenched. The 
school board won’t give in, and the teachers have 
felt the need to retaliate by criticizing anything 
they can—and by supporting (however discreetly) 
the recall effort. 


return to classes without a contract. 

At this point, the recall effort died down. Our 
news staff checked with the parent organizers 
week after week, only to be told the same 
thing—that the drive was still considerably short of 
its goal and not much was being done to gather 


more signatures. 


Another millage election failed in October, and 
teacher negotiations were stalled again. Asa 
pressure tactic, teacher negotiations were stalled 
again, As a pressure tactic, teachers discreetly 


hard-to-figure factors as student enroliments, 
negotiated salaries, voter-approved millages, and 
a politician-approved state aid formula. 

And even the state aid formula, which isn’t 
known until after the budget year is well under 
way. can, and has been, changed according to the 
ups and downs of the state economy and further 


whims of politicians. 


Which is to say that, given all the variables, it 
isn't hard to be $100,000 or $200,000 off ina 
$2-million budget. And even though the school

by school politics this year, and we don’t see how 
the humiliation of recall of four school board 
members will help to heal that split. 

In the ‘‘middle"’ of negotiations and also of

over the few existing copies of the old 
East Jordan papers there...and there 
aren't many. 

Wait, ‘Stop the presses!’’ In the 
midst of writing this column (it is

more trip upstairs in our office to look 
through the boxes and boxes of old 
papers, time cards. ledgers and other 
items accumulated in 100 years of doing 
business. 

1 found them. They're really there. 
After four or five trips through that stuff 
I found some boxes | hadn't been 
through before and located the ‘‘real’’ 
papers, not microfilm. from the past 100 
years. 

The oldest paper on microfilm at the 
library is March 25, 1881...and here in 
my office, I'm looking-at the real thing.

Standard, Statesman, Evening Journal, 
etc. What we haven't found yet are any 
copies on the East Jordan side of our 
family.
